Rush County Council members Lowell 
Angle, Ercel Beaver, Iden Hungerford, 
Hugh V. Webb, Martha Perin, and 
Adrian Eckart met Monday to approve 
payment of back wages to the Rush 
County Welfare employes, to transfer 
funds for snow removal expense. 
Councilman 
George 
Riggs was 
not 
present at the meeting. 
The Rush County Council has compiled 
with a mandate issued by Judge G. 
Richard Pile ordering the county to pay 
the Welfare Department back wages for 
1975 and 1976 and have submitted the 
figures for approval to the State P er­ 
sonnel Board of the Welfare Department. 
Rush County 
Attorney 
Rick 
Levi 
presented a comprehensive set of figures 
for 1975-76 over the disputes wages of the 
County Welfare Department to the State 
Personnel Board and reported to the 
council he is waiting on word from the 
Welfare Board. 
It was reportedly stated during the 
meeting that Levi has talked with two 
different individuals of the State P er­ 
sonnel Board and has recieved con­ 
tradicting statem ents from each 
The money has been appropriated by 
the council and they are presently 
awaiting word on how the money is to be 
distributed. 
Acting on the recommendation of the 
County Attorney, the council deferred a 
decision on how the money is to be 
distributed until the State Personnel 
Welfare Board reports back to the 
council. 
Councilman George Biggs submitted a 
letter of resignation from serving as the 
County Council representative on the 
board of the Area Plan Commission, in 
which capacity he has served the past 
several years 
Florence Linville was appointed to 
serve as the council’s representative on 
the recommendation of Charles R. Jones, 
Executive Director of the APC. 


The Rush County Highway Depart­ 
ment also submitted an estimate on the 
expense of the recent snow removal that 


had been requested by the U.S. Army 
Corp of Engineers. 
Superintendent 
Hittle reported the 
estimated expense to the county so far 
this year amounts to $206,187.57. Hittle 
states that this figure includes $9,311.76 
for 1916 hours of overtime work. 
In breaking down the total figures, 
Hittle explained $28,780 was paid to local 
operators of big equipment who were 
contracted to help remove the snow from 
the roads; $32,083.52 was needed for the 
repair of damaged equipment; $3,500 
was used towards the extra gasoline 
used; $132,000 was set aside for damage 
to road signs, bridge headers, fences, and 
blacktop roads; and additional supplies 
that would not have been needed under 
normal conditions amounted to $512.29. 
These figures were submitted to the 
U.S. Army Corp of Engineers February 
ll by the Rush County Highway depart­ 
ment. 
The Corp will review the figures to 
decide on the reimbursement of federal 
aid to the Rush County. 
The council approved the transfer of 
$40,000 from the Bituminous Account to 
the Contractural Services Account to pay 
for snow removal. 
Other funds approved by the council 
included $9,952 in the Anti-Recession 
Fund from the Federal Government to be 
spent on the general maintenance on the 
courthouse. Those persons who will be 
employed will be employed on the 
recom m endation of the M anpower 
Development office. These workers will 
be under the supervision of the custodian 
of the courthouse. 
Approval of $60,000 for the County 
Assessor's office was made to be used 
towards reassessment. 
The council also authorized the ex­ 
penditure of $5,667 by the prosecutor's 
office under Title 4-D for a Prosecutor’s 
Investigator. 
Other funds transferred included $1,600 
out of Revenue Sharing towards the Jail 
Fund to finalize the architect work on the 
new jail, and $3,500 was transferred to 
the Courthouse Fund (or the recent 
purchase of a tractor with snow blade.

“In all candor, however, I would have to say there are- 
also instances of senility, venality and stupidity,” 
Hamilton said. “I have concluded that the Congress 
must draft a strong code of ethics. What the code of 
ethics should contain is now a subject of intense debate. 
I think there is a good chance, when we have run the 
course, that Congress will be more worthy of respect- 
than when we began.”

Cold Weather To Stay For Awhile

More or less normal February weather prevailed 
around Indiana today with temperatures in the 20s and 
lower 30s and occasional snow flurries.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind, (UPI) — Attorneys for Harold 
Brown, 27, and James Pollard, 32, of Evansville said 
they would appeal sentences of four concurrent life 
terms in prison, imposed on each man Monday. 
Judge James Dixon pronounced sentence following 
conviction on Jan. 19 in Monroe Superior Court on 
charges of first-degree murder, seconddegree mur­ 
der and two counts of kidnaping. 
Another defendant, Ernest Bell, 26, Evansville, will 
be tried later on one charge of murder and one count of 
kidnaping.

Attorneys for Brown and Pollard said they would 
appeal the cases. 
The two and Bell were accused in the shooting deaths 
of Charles Pettit and Ronald Russell in an Evansville 
apartment shared by the victims. Police said the 
November, 1975, slayings involved a dispute over the - 
division of loot from burglaries. 
The bodies of the two men were found in a ravine 
across the state line in Kentucky. The kidnaping charges 
stemmed from the abduction of Cynthia 
Briscoe, 
Evansville, whom authorities said eventually escaped by • 
climbing through a motel window.

MANILA, The Philippines (U PI) — The Christian 
m ajority in the southern Philippines is frightened and 
concerned over its future in a Moslemdominated region 
if government efforts to end the four-year Moslem 
rebellion which has claimed m ore than 10,000 civilian 
lives prove successful. 
A government panel began talks with the Libyan- 
based rebel leaders in Tripoli this month amid glowing 
government reports of the success of a cease-fire 
implemented Jan. 20 and assurances that a final peace 
accord could be worked out by early March. 
A tentative agreem ent signed in Tripoli last Decem ber 
with leaders of the Moro National Liberation Front, the 
m ain rebel group, under the supervision of Libyan 
strongman Col. M oamaar Khaddafy and the Islam ic 
Conference, is expected to be the basis of a final peace 
agreement. 
The initial agreem ent, a copy of which was m ade 
available to UPI, includes provisions for an autonomous 
Moslem region established in a 13-province area with a 
population of 6.2 million, only 1.8 million of whom are 
Moslems. 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos later said a plebiscite 
would have to be held in the 13 affected provinces— five 
have a Moslem m ajority— to determ ine which of them 
wish to belong to the new region. No mention of the 
plebiscite was m ade in the initial agreement. 
Christian leaders from the southern Philippines 
contacted by U PI expressed grave concern over what 
they said was the government’s failure to emphasize the 
necessity of the plebiscite. 
The presence of Islamic Conference representatives, 
who supervised the implementation of the cease-fire 
along with the government and Moro leaders, was cited 
as the prim ary reason for the official “ backpedaling” on 
the plebiscite. 
There has been little talk of the plebiscite in the 
strongly pro governm ent Manila press in recent weeks. 
“ Are we to understand that a Moslem self-government 
may be forced on the overwhelming non-Moslem 
m ajority?” asked one respected Christian spokesman. 
A prominent attorney from the large island of 
Mindanao, which would lost its western provinces to the 
new region, said local officials in the area have been 
assured only that they would not be “ sold out” in the 
formation of the autonomous region. 
“ Professionals and businessmen in the area feel that 
if the Moslems take over there will be pressure 
placed on them to either leave the region or surrender 
their land holdings,” he said. 
“ I don’t know why things are being kept under the 
table. It’s a very tense situation.” 
Marcos, however, has said repeatedly that Philippine 
sovereignty and territorial integrity would not be 
affected by the formation of the new region and that 
sim ilar self-adm inistrative regions were planned for 
other areas of the more than 7,000 island archipelago. 
Marcos also cites a section of the initial peace 
agreem ent which perm its the Philippines to take all 
necessary 
constitutional 
m easures 
necessary 
t o 
implement the term s of the agreem ent as justification 
for the plebiscite. 
Christian 
leaders 
described 
as 
“explosive 
and 
frustrating” the apparent intention of the government to 
perm it the Moslem 
minority 
hegemony over

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History And Hearsay 
Order To Defend

(Continued from last week) 
While General Jackson w as concluding his 
treaty with the Creek Indians words cam e to 
him that the long Napoleonic w ars had ended. 
England was free to attack the United States 
with all her great power. Jackson was o r­ 
dered to go at once to M obile to defend the 
southern coast against expected attack He 
hastened southward with 
parts of three 
regim ents of regulars and a few volunteers 
who rem ained, my great-grandfather among 
them. To these few m en fell the task of 
defending a thousand m iles of coast which 
contained not one fort capable of w ithstan­ 
ding attack . 
R eaching Mobile, Jackson learned that 
Colonel Edw ard Nichols of His M ajesty’s 
Navy had landed at Pensacola with three 
w arships and several lesser vessels. The 
British w ere issuing a rm s lo the refugee 
Creeks and were training them in methods of 
civilized w a rfare . Ja c k so n im m ediately 
wrote the Spanish governor of Florida asking 
for an explanation as to why he was harboring 
these m en and demanding they be expelled or 
turned over to him. The governor, not wishing 
to anger England, replied that he had no 
authority to do so. Neither the English or the 
Creeks w ere Spanish subjects and he had no 
power to order them to do anything. Besides, 
the U nited States harbored the pirates of 
B arateria who preyed on Spanish shipping 
What did Jackson intend to do about those 
pirates? 
Jackson rem arked, ‘‘T here will be bloody 
noses before this is o v er,” and set about 
strengthening For Bowyer, the only place he 
thought capable of repulsing a British attack 
The fort sat on a long landshit thrusting out 
over Mobile Bay about thirty miles south of 
the city itself. This fort was a makeshift affair 
erected by General Wilkerson early in 1813. 
Its walls w ere simply boards stuck in the sand 
with m ore sand piled against them for 
thickness. There were som e twenty guns but 
these cannon were mounted on platforms so 
the bodies of the gunners w ere exposed to the 
enemy. In addition several surrounding sand 
hills w ere so high it would be easy for an 
attacking landforce to fire directly into the 
fort. 
N evertheless, Mayor W illiam Lawrence 
and a crew of 130 men worked day and night 
for two w eeks to get the fort in some shape to 
defend itself 
On Septem ber 12 sentinels 
reported that several B ritish warships had 
anchored six miles away and put ashore Go 
m arines and 120 Indians These men soon 
appeared on the sand dunes, thelndians 
wearing British jackets and swords over 
which they tripped when they tried to move 
about The long guns of the fort kept them at a 
respectful distance They m ade no attempt to 
attack hut lurked there as if to cut off any 
escape 
W hen 
night 
fell 
M ajo r 
Law rence 
dispatched m en in a small sailing vessel to go 
to Mobile for reinforcem ents. The wind was 
high and the going rough Half way to the city 


they met G eneral Jackson him self on his way 
to inspect the fort. The General returned to 
Mobile post h aste and dispatched a detach­ 
ment of eighty m en to the besieged garrison. 
Meanwhile the m en within Fort Bow yer slept 
on their a rm s and waited 
Alter three d ay s the British ships appeared 
in the morning m ists. They hovered about as 
if uncertain w hat to do until two o ’clock in the 
afternoon when the winds shifted. They a t­ 
tacked, turned in battle form ation, and bore 
down on the tiny fort. The men ra n to their 
posts sw earing not to give up the fort 
whatever happened. A thundering cannonade 
began. For an hour the air w as filled with 
smoke from the incessant flashing of the 
guns 
Then the ship HERMES drifted under the 
fire of the fort and was raked broadside. She 
became unm anagable and soon w as stranded 
on the shore. H er crew set her afire and 
deserted her, som e of them joining the 
marines on shore and others m aking it to a 
sister ship, the SOPHIE. By now the SOPHIE 
and two other ships were also dam aged. They 
hoisted sail and hastened out of range. At 
dark the fire w ithin the Hermes b u rst through 
the hatches m aking the sky light a s day and 
keeping off the M arines and Indians lurking 
in the dunes. At ll the fire reached her 
magazine and 
she exploded. 
The 
rein­ 
forcements, hearing the explosion and seeing 
the fire thought the fort was destroyed and 
turned back to Mobile without investigating 
Al dawn the defenders saw nothing but 
empty sand dunes and British ships disap­ 
pearing over the horizon 130 m en in a mud 
hut had driven off 1,300 British soldiers and 
five ships in one of the most gallant and least 
noticed battles of the War of 1812. It was two 
days later before Jackson received word that 
his men had been victorious. Inspecting the 
garrison he found four dead four more 
wounded One of the wounded w as Major 
Lawrence, who had fallen from a platform 
during the fight. British official rep o rts listed 
32 killed and 40 wounded. One of their 
casualties w as Captain Nichols who lost an 
eye dunngthe engagement. 
Jackson o rd ered the defenses strengthened 
and shipped in m ore guns and m en before 
going off to defend New O rleans. After the 
English were defeated at New O rleans they 
steamed back to Mobile Bay, determ ined to 
capture the fort, and this time they attacked 
by land. After a four day siege, law rence 
finally surrendered. Neither side knew that 
the war had ended nearly two m onths before. 
When the new s of the war s end finally 
reached them on March 15, the British 
released 
the 
m en and sailed 
back for 
England. L aw rence was court-m artialed for 
su rre n d erin g , but was e x o n e ra te d and 
promoted to Colonel. He rem ained in the 
Army until 1831 General Jackson returned to 
Tennessee and a career iii politics that led to 
the Presidency of the United S tates 
And 
Great grandfather returned to his Indiana 
farm to raise fine horses and a fam ily of nine 
children.

refrigeration. 
R efrigeration 
in 
hom es, 
stores 
and 
refrigerated truck transport costs hundreds 
of m illions of dollars yearly more in the 
United States than Europeans spend on it. 
Some of that money clearly is w aste; how 
m uch 
depends on 
your 
(joint 
of 
view, 
according to Wilco Kornm ann, a Dutchman 
who recently set up Stork Food M achinery, 
Inc., in Somerville, N J., to show Am ericans 
how to save money on refrigeration by using 
a non refrigerated food preservation process 
that has been used in Europe for 25 years. 
In English, the process is called UHT (for 
ultra high tem perature). Kornmann said it 
gives unrefrigerated milk a shelf life of 
m any m onths without m aking it taste like 
evaporated milk. 
K ornm ann said BO per cent of the milk 
being sold in Germ any, 40 per cent in Italy 
and 18 per cent in France is being preserved 
by 
the 
UHT 
process, 
instead 
o f 
refrigeration. 
UHT also is used to preserve fruit juices, 
puddings, soups and m any other kinds of 
canned foods. 
K ornm ann described UHT as dram atic 
refinem ent 
of pasteurization 
Instead of 
heating milk for a long tim e at 141 degrees 
Lighter Side 


F as in pasteurization, it is heated only for a 
few seconds to 284 degrees F. 
It also 
has 
a 
great 
advantage 
over 
powdered m ilk, he said, since the quality of 
powdered m ilk 
is too dependent on the 
quality of household tap water. 
UHT has not caught on in A m erica up to 
now, 
K ornm ann 
said, 
because, 
u n t i l 
recently, energy was cheap in A m erica and 
(he nation has an enormous investm ent in 
refrigeration in stores and in refrigerated 
trucks. 
This 
naturally 
has 
influenced 
American tastes so that they drink m ilk and 
fruit juices very cold, whereas Europeans 
are more inclined to prefer them at or near 
room tem peratures. 
But Kornm ann believes the steady rise in 
energy costs and the vast potential savings 
the food processing industries and retail 
stores can achieve by reducing reliance on 
refrigeration will give UHT a chance to 
break into the Am erican m arket. 
He recently dem onstrated UHT equipm ent 
at a national food machinery exposition in 
New Orleans. 
"The energy 
savings for 
hom eow ners 
alone can be fascinating,” he said. “ Many 
families 
m ake 
more 
trips 
to 
t h e 
superm arket 
than 
otherwise 
would 
be 
necessary just to buy fresh milk and fruit 
juices. The savings on gasoline by cutting 
down on these trips possibly could am ount to 
one barrel of crude oil a year for every 
family in the country.’’
